- own Kings the faithful Diſpenſers and Executors of her 
Laws, was the admitaion of all the World. | Dat 
Her Kings were under Limitations that . a full Secuity, 
to che Liberty, and Property of the meancit Subject, and the 
Crown, at the ſame time, was veſted in a Powet to prevent its 
peculiar Rights, Vindicate its own Honour, and bind the Hands 
of thoſe that wou'd opprels ſuch, as of themſelves, were too fee.. , 
ble to refift the mighty Hand of an opulent Oppreſſor ; nor did 
any Man dye in a Judicial way without his own Conſent, for 
the meaneſt Subject, had a band in making our Laws, by his 
Repreſentitive in Parliament, and could not loſe his Blood, be- 
fore himſelf bad pleaded rhe Neceſſity of it, and acknowledg'd 
it due to the Juſtice he had offended. ad 
The common ſenſe of every Mans Property was ſo well guar- 
ded by the Royal Hand of our common Father, as to reſtrain 
not the*Avaricious only, but to deprive himſelf of the Power of 
hurting us or our Concerns, | =p | 
Our Kings, by moſt indulgent Conceſſions, made themſelves 
ſo liable to the Laws of the Land, that the Subject frequently 
commens d Suit againſt em, and recover'd Damages, when in- 
jar'd by the Fraud, ot Ignorance ot any of their Officetrs, and 
uch a feeling had they of the Wrongs done to their People, tho 
it were by their own Proximate Hands; that they lent their 
Names to protect the Plantiff (in bis Petition to the exponndess 
of our Laws) againft themſelves. Our Trade flouriſh'd, and 
eyery one reaping the happy Fruits of Peace, We, in respect to 
other Nations, were as 10 many Kings, and the King of England 
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. King of Kings.

If you tHlak the Good of your Country furthr'd by it's Contl-

Tf your Plea be an Immediate want of Employment In the king - 
dom, be aſſur'd that Uſurpation is the Cauſe of that Iuconvenlency, 
and that its in your Power to remove the Cauſe , which if you do,
